The Library of the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago has also furnished helpful suggestions in its modi- 
fications of the Decimal Classification. The schemes were produced 
originally in tho Classification Section in the intervals of other work, 
and have been subsequently developed to their present form by the 
actual classification of the collection of books on fine arts in the 
Library of Congress.
